•tate agricultural department has re­ 
turned from 
Middleburg, where lie 
went to investigate the supposed depre­ 
dation of the blitter beetle ou the sug­ 
ar beet crop in that locality, says au 
Albany dispatch to the New York Sun. 
Professor Atwood found that the blis­ 
ter beetle was the least of the troubles 
of tile beet crop. There was an abun­ 
dant supply of them, but there was a 
far greater plague of grasshoppers, and 
more dangerous than either was a fun 
guns growth which has attacked the 
"beet tops and is shriveling them up. 
Professor Atwood found 
that this 
fungous growth bas made greater prog­ 
ress on land which wits planted with 
beets lust year than ou hind on which 
a first crop of beets is being raised. 
This season lins been especially fa­ 
vorable for fungous growths on account 
of the great amount of moisture, urn) 
thy have made great headway iu tie* 
locality examined. 
Whether the dan­ 
ger to tbt* crop can la? remedied at this 
late day Is a question. Where tile tops 
are not too far gone the department 
probably 
will 
recommend 
spraying 
with bordeaux mixture, which prevents

Set a small box of lime in the pantry, ; 
and it will help to keep it dry and the 
air pure. 
Soda should never be used for flan­ 
nels, and if they are kept in good con- j 
dition they should be neither mangled 
nor ironed. 
Mud stains can usually be removed 
from silk by rubbing with a piece of , 
flannel. 
If the stain proves obdurate, j 
rub with a piece of linen saturated , 
with alcohol. 
If your window glass Is lacking in 
brilliancy, clean it with a liquid paste 
made of alcohol and whiting. A little j 
of this mixture will remove specks and 
Impart a high luster to the glass. 
To render feathers white Immerse 
them for a short time In naphtha or 
benzine. Rinse in a second dish of the 
same and dry In the open air. Then 
bleach by exposing in a box to the va-1 
por of burning sulphur in a moist a t­ 
mosphere. 
Good clear starch is easily made. 
Wet the lump starch with cold water, 
stir till smooth, pour on boiling water 
and cook till clear. It takes a quart of 
boiling water to “clear” two table-
